Princes .And Wealthy Families Take 
Advantage Of High Prices 
Diamonds which for many years 1 
have formed part of the collections j 
of ruling princes and wealthy Indian!

hands Of dealers and treasure collec¬ 
tors In Europe. During the last four 
or five months about Rs. 2,000,000 
worth are believed to have been ex¬ 
ported to London, Paris and Antwerp. 
Most of India’s requirements of the 
precious stones are supplied by Bel¬ 
gium. As a rule diamonds are not 
exported from that country, but at 
present Indian owners are tempted to 
part with their possessions on ac¬ 
count of the high prices which dia¬ 
monds weighing from eight to ten 
carats bring in Europe.
